Bill 1403 

This bill grants certain non-immigrant 
students, including undocumented 
students, access to in-state tuition rates at 
Texas public institutions of higher 
education and state financial aid. 

Additionally, there are several unique 
opportunities for immigrant/undocumented 
students! 
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First, there’s official state 
government financial aid.
